Good-bye Punkah! . 
The Cathedral! anthorities have 
taken a long-overdua step by 
deviding to abolish puakahs and 
installing electric fans instead. 
This is one of the fow mattera in 
which’ Hongkong has ben left 
sadly behind Singapore, where 
fans havo baen in use at the 
Cathedral for over a dozen years. 
But apart from the question ‘of 
modernity, there are other rea- 
sons why the punksh shonold go. 
Mr. Severn, in proposing its 
displacement, spoke of ‘the 
uasatisfactoryserrica maintained, 
of tha noisa created. and of the 
disinclination of the punksh- 
boys to pull except when they 
felt so disposed. But noboly 
present at the meeting touched 
upon the anomaly provided by 
the sight of small boys and girls 
oa the Day of Rest tugging away 
at punksh repes in sweltering 
heat outside the Cathedral a> 
that ths congregation inside 
migh: enjoy cool breezes 
whilst engaged in thairdevotions. 
Visitars to the Colony have 
often been heard to criticise such 
& proceeding, which, we venture 
to think, would not be tolerated 
for one moment by any charch at 
Home. There isa deul of essan- 
Gal work which cannot be avoided 
on the Sabbath, but the labour of 
punksh coolies in churches 
scarcely comes under that cata- 
gory. From all standpoints, 
therefore, the resolve to scbstitute 
electric fans for punkaks has 
everything to commend it, 


Abstention from Church. 


There was one other matter 
touched nport at the Cathedra 
meeting which is deserving of 
mention. We referto Mr. Copley 
Moyle’s references to the neglect 
by somany grown-ups to attend 
Church services. There is point 
in whatthe reverend gentleman 
says about the desirability of get. 
ling children to take a delight in 
coming to church—if only to set 
an example to their parents! 
The Cathedral Chaplain Bppears 
' . to think that many ‘adults 
do mot attead church because 
when they were young they were 
forced to go to very long servicas 
which they were not able to 
understeng. That may beso in 
some cases, but if he bas the 
average Hongkong adult in mind 
we fear thet he hai not bit upon 
the msin reason of abstention 
from church-going. Tha plain 
fact hera, whatever it may ba at 
Home, is that many men (and 
wemen too) prefer open-air sport 
to the interior of a charch ona 
Sundsy. And amoagst those 
who feel thus are any number of 
those whose names appear in the 
list of church officers. Padres 
andthe more religiously- minded 
of our laymen may deplore the 
fact, but there it is. And no 
amount of camouflagiog will alter 
it. 


The Liang Ministry. 

Doings at Peking are usually 
accompanied by a shower of con- 
flicting reports, and the position 
in regard to the Liang Cabinet 
is enveloped in more clonds than 
usual, It is only s matter of 
five weeks since the “God of 
Weelth ” succeeded to offica with 
his “Ministry of All the Talents,” 
Daring that brief experience his 
Premiership has bean even more 
harassing than was that of ‘his 
predecessor, Chin Yun-peng, 
Liang was the nominee of C 10g 
Tso-lin, but it was reported 
that Chang's rivals, Tsao 
Kwan. and° Woo  Pui-foo, 
while feeling disgruntled, Barve 
theirassent.

ays, however, the Yangiz2 War 
Lord bombarded the new Premier 
with threats, culminatingin notice 
to quit under penalty of being 
pushed out on the expiration of 
seven days.

The Hongkong strike must stop. That is the kevnote 
of the views leld by all who have seriously. thought of the 
strike situation as tt has.now expanded. From a relatively 
sinall begiuning..the strike has spread toa point where it 
has ceased to be a matter for the shipowners and the strikers 

‘to “dicker™ over: it is a. matter vitally affecting the 
welfare of every resident of Hongkong and might well be 
termed a general threat to the lite and stability of this 

Colony. Isolated as this Colony is in the matter of food 
supplies, and almost entirely at the mercy of the men who 
have now ceased work, the Government will have general 
support in taking a definite stand on behalf of those waose 
proteciion is entrusted to it. Cargo coolies, tallymen, 
seamen and some of the voal coolies are now out; there are 
open rumours that ether Chinese workers will-joiu the 
Toovement and, on the face of things, we are witnessing and 
suffering a deliberate attempt on the part of native organis- 
ed labour to gain the supremacy of those who employ them. 
Indeed, it mntglt be ynestioned whether it-has not come to 
e fight between labour and the Goveroment. That is a 
serious matter and calls for serious action. , 

In order to guage the import of the present position 
itis necessary to go back to the beginning and, brie y, trace 
the history of the strike... When the seamen first came out 
they stated they were willing to have the question of their 
wages settled “by arbitration. -The employers Were first 
induced to make n counter-offer to the original demands of 

“the men. jirortising at the same time that all outstanding 
points should be subinitted toan Arbitration Board for 
adjustment after due enquiry. Such an offer as that 
should have seen anu end of the strike, But it didn't. 
The men had, in the meautime, gone to Canton by -the 
thousands; the Union officials rejected the offer of arbitra 
tion; attempts were made to conduct negotiations with the 

* leaders at Canton, but to ne good purpose: Hongkong was 
almost paralysed; and there have since been further strikes 
in “sympathy” with the seamen. If Hongkong were but a 
city or part of a country. the strike would not be so serious. 

. Hongkong is an isolated Colony, ‘hopelessly unable to 
provide its own food supply, and now left to do the best it 
can by men who cap run away to Canton province (their 
native homes) and live in comfort with relatives while we 
down here are full of anxiety. This position must be 
almost unparalleled, and it is one justifying the speediest 
and sternest action. ; 

The Hongkong Government could no lénger be an im:

FUNERAL OF MARQUIS 
OKUMA. 


Manifestations Unique in 

History of Modern Japan. 

A Tokyo report of January Ish. 
describes the obsequies in con- 
nection with Marquis Okuma. 
There were extraordinary scenes 
while Marquis Oxume’s body was 
Ising in state. It is estimated 
that a hundced thousand persons 
during the three hourg paid hom- 
age at the bier which was fronted 
with insignia, decorations and 
tanks. There were constant hand- 
clapping and showers of copper 

- coins into the pavilion, which 
action .are limited to deities’ 
shrines and temples. This is the 
first instance of the sort at a 
funeral. 

FOREST OF SAKAKI BUSHES. 

The pavilion was surrounded 
by a forest of white-streamered 
funeral sakaki bushes, which 
were offerings from the most im- 
portant bodies and individuals 
throughout Japan.- Memorial 
services were also held in various 
provinces. 

Such popular manifestations 
have not been seen in modern 
Japan except at the | Meiji's 
funeral. . 

The catafalqua was taken this 
afternoon, escorted by a detach- 
ment of the En peror’s persons! 
mounted bodyguard, (which is 
unprecedented), to the Gokauji 
Temple for interment. 

Early this morning impearial 
sMessenserr, inembers of the 
Cabinet and other dignitaries 
paid hamage at the mansion. 

Another report states:—Mar- 
quis Okuma’s national funeral, 
unique inasmuch as it was the 
first such in Japan, was held to- 
day with impressive simplicity.
